In  these  busy  days,  when  countless  claims  in  every 
direction  are  made  upon  you,  there  is  no  doubt  that  it 
is  a  great  temptation  to  say,  with  the  opening  of  the 
year,  "Well,  I  have  worked  for  the  Babies'  Wards  so 
long,  I  have  given  them  so  liberall}'  both  time  and  money, 
that  I  am  going  to  take  a  little  rest  now  and  let  some  one 
else  help."  But  I  do  beg  most  earnestly  of  you  all  to 
make  with  this  New  Year  a  fresh  start  as  it  were  in 
your  interest.  Let  us  say,  as  one  of  our  little  patients 
— who  has  spent  many  weary  months  in  the  Wards, 
and  is  just  beginning  to  limp  about — was  overheard 
saying  the  other  day  to  another  bandaged  up  conval- 
escent, "Let's  play  we  ain't  ever  seen  the  Babies'  Wards 
before  and  I'm  going  to  show  them  all  to  you."  Let 
us  then  start  with  the  remembrance  that — 

"Every  day  is  a  fresh  beginning, 
Every  morn  is  the  world  made  new." 
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A  story  was  recently  told  of  a  visit  paid  by  a  lady  to 
a  wonderful  collection  of  gems  and  precious  stones. 
Cabinet  after  cabinet  was  shown  her  in  which  the 
diamond  and  the  sapphire,  the  ruby  and  the  emerald, 
the  topaz  and  the  amethyst  vied  with  each  other  in 
beauty  of  coloring  and  radiancy  of  glow.  Among  them, 
however,  lay  a  stone  so  gray  and  dull  and  hfeless  that 
she  exclaimed,  "Oh,  do  throw  away  that  ashen-like 
lump,  it  mars  the  perfection  of  your  collection."  The 
owner  did  not  say  a  word,  but  took  out  the  despised 
stone,  laid  it  in  one  of  his  own  warm  hands  and  covered 
it  over  closely  with  the  other.  Held  tightly  for  a  few 
minutes,  he  opened  his  hands  and  there  lay  revealed 
in  all  its  exquisite  irridescence  of  purple  and  gold,  of 
silver  and  tender  green,  of  pearl  and  heavenly  blue,  a 
great  opal,  perhaps  the  loveUest  of  all  the  gems.  "You 
see,"  he  said  quietly,  "it  only  needs  the  loving  touch 
of  a  warm  human  hand  to  bring  out  its  beauty." 

Only  one  who  had  spent  hours  in  the  little  Babies' 
Wards'  admission  room  in  the  basement  dispensary 
could  realize  the  condition  in  which  many  of  our  patients 
are  brought  to  us.  Emaciated  to  a  degree  from  never 
having  had  sufficient  food  since  birth — starving  we 
rightly  call  it — suffering  from  burns  and  brviises,  parched 
with  fevers  and  racked  with  the  cough  of  pneumonia, 
half  clothed,  they  have  been  brought  by  some  poor 
mothers  who  try  to  explain  in  a  mixture  of  PoHsh  or 
Russian  and  English  what  has  caused  their  pitiable 
condition  of  dirt  and  rags;  such  a  condition  that  one 
hardly  dares  attempt  to  describe  it.  Their  appearance 
indeed  reminds  one  of  the  Httle  lump  of  despised  ashen 
gray  stone,  which  the  visitor  desired  to  have  cast 
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out  of  the  cabinet  of  precious  gems,  and  one  is  tempted 
to  say,  "Well,  there  is  no  use  trying  to  do  anything  with 
such  a  child,  better  not  take  it."  And  yet  the  task  I 
would  present  to  you,  and  to  accomplish  which  every 
one  of  us  must  do  her  part,  is  not  simply  to  save  these 
little  lives  but  to  do  nobler  and  more  difficult  work  yet. 
We  must  hold  them  in  the  warm  clasp  of  a  human  hand, 
we  must  enwrap  them  with  the  love  of  a  tender  heart, 
and  then  indeed  shall  we  be  rewarded  by  seeing  the 
beautiful  life  which  was  hidden  under  that  sad  and 
grimy  exterior  shine  forth,  just  as  the  glorious  tints  of 
the  opal  were  brought  forth  from  the  dust-colored  stone. 

I  have  tried  to  give  you  a  glimpse  of  the  children  as 
they  are  brought  to  us.  Could  every  friend  of  the  Wards 
have  only  been  here  when  the  Christmas  tree  was  shown 
but  lately,  they  would  have  needed  no  other  picture  to 
illustrate  what  the  Wards  had  done  for  some  children. 
There  in  our  great  Surgical  Ward  were  gathered  between 
forty  and  fifty  little  patients,  some  in  the  nurses'  arms, 
many  sitting  bolstered  up  in  the  tiny  pink  or  blue  rock- 
ing chairs  which  tell  us  whether  they  are  medical  or 
surgical  cases,  others  lying  in  their  cribs,  numbers  of 
them  suffering  much  pain,  yet  during  two  hours  only 
one  cry  was  heard,  and  not  a  single  cross  word  or  com- 
plaint that  one  didn't  have  the  toy  one  wanted.  Only 
one  or  two  of  the  children  had  ever  seen  a  Christmas 
tree  before  and  their  delight  was  really  pathetic.  Clean- 
liness, often  plumpness  and  even  charm  of  looks,  good 
nature,  patient  bearing  of  suffering  reigned  everywhere, 
a  true  lesson  to  those  fortunate  enough  to  see  them. 
Two  of  the  cribs  were  overflowing  with  pretty  toys  and 
the  inmates  seemed  so  happy,  yet  in  a  very  short  time, 
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perhaps  even  ere  this,  those  little  ones  will  be  trans- 
planted to  their  Father's  garden  and  no  longer  need  our 
loving  care;  but  the  thought  that  with  all  their  suffering 
their  last  days  have  been  very  happy  ones  for  them,  is 
a  real  comfort.  Little  three-year-old  Italian  Mary,  a 
really  beautiful  child,  with  sparkling  black  eyes,  curly 
hair  and  only  too  rosy  cheeks,  is  in  incessant  suffering 
from  an  incurable  internal  sarcoma,  while  Freddy,  our 
dear  little  Bohemian  baby,  has  a  most  pathetic  history. 
Several  months  ago  his  father  deserted  his  family,  leav- 
ing the  mother,  a  poor  delicate  woman,  with  four  young 
children  to  support.  Half  crazed  at  the  thought  that 
she  could  not  care  for  them,  she  shut  herself  with  the 
children  into  a  tiny  room  and  turned  on  the  gas.  They 
were  rescued  by  kindly  neighbors  before  complete 
asphyxiation,  but  two  of  the  children  died  shortly  after 
from  indirect  effects  of  the  gas.  One,  the  strongest, 
has  quite  recovered.  Freddy,  nearly  two  years  old, 
in  his  enfeebled  condition,  contracted  pneumonia  and 
was  taken  to  a  public  cit}'  hospital  some  weeks  ago. 
Then  empyema  set  in  and  in  his  low  state  there  was  no 
chance  of  saving  the  child,  and  he  was  discharged  as 
"hopeless."  The  still  half-distracted  mother,  in  her 
ignorance  and  poverty,  could  do  little  for  him  and  at  the 
suggestion  of  a  friend,  whose  baby  had  been  in  our 
Wards,  brought  him  to  us.  Although  beyond  the  hope 
of  cure,  everything  possible  has  been  done  to  alleviate 
the  sufferings  of  the  little  child  whose  short  life  has  been 
so  sad  a  one.  His  enjoyment  of  the  glistening  Christmas 
tree  was  most  touching.  His  leeble  arms  were  stretched 
out  to  grasp  the  dear  little  woolly  lamb  and  countless 
other  gifts  which  were  showered  upon  him,  and  one  of 
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his  last  recollections  of  this  life  will  be  the  lovely  warm 
Ward  with  its  soft  bed  and  the  kindly  nurses,  and  very 
near  him  the  wonderful  gift-laden  tree  on  whose  topmost 
branch  shone  the  bright  star  which  will — we  believe — 
indeed  lead  him  to  where  his  gentle  Saviour's  arms  shall 
welcome  him. 

Tears  and  smiles  are  very  close  together  at  the  Babies' 
Wards.  We  have  glanced  at  the  poor  little  creatures 
brought  for  admission,  often  in  rags,  dirt  and  pain,  yet 
weeping  at  the  thought  of  being  taken  to  a  "dreadful 
hospital."  We  have  seen  how  a  few  weeks  have  changed 
them,  for  though  some  are  brought  too  late  to  help,  the 
great  majority  get  strong  and  well;  and  now  let  me  give 
you  a  cheerful  glimpse  of  how  they  leave  us,  even  though 
it  has  been  so  well  told  in  the  recent  Annual  Letter.  "A 
short  time  ago  a  little  girl,  one  of  our  patients,  was  told 
by  the  doctor  as  a  pleasant  surprise  for  her  that  she  was 
quite  well  again  and  going  home  that  day.  She  said 
nothing  at  the  time,  but  when  the  parents  came  for  her 
she  was  missing!  It  took  a  full  half  hour's  search  in 
the  Wards  and  in  the  general  halls  by  all  the  nurses  before 
finally  a  little  crouching  heap  was  found  behind  the  gas 
stove  in  the  linen  room.  She  wept  and  pleaded  to  stay, 
and  when  she  found  she  must  go  her  screams  of  "I  won't 
go,  I  won't  leave  here,"  were  heard  in  the  street!" 

During  the  past  year  nearly  150  more  children  were 
admitted  than  during  the  previous  year,  while  1,000 
more  days  of  hospital  treatment  were  given.  One  might 
almost  say  that  of  1,200  little  ones  cared  for,  there  was 
scarcely  one  who  did  not  have  a  history  of  some  special 
interest,  either  from  a  medical  point  of  view  or  a  socio- 
logical one,  and  yet  no  two  cases  can  ever  he  helped  in 
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the  same  way.  The  study  of  "best  ways"  must  be  un- 
ceasing, for  it  is  through  such  constant  work  on  the  part 
of  many  agencies  that  the  death  rate  of  infants  in  this 
city  is  being  gradually  but  surely  lowered.  Two  or 
three  typical  cases  of  hospital  interest  from  the  note 
book  of  our  efficient  Head  Nurse  may  perhaps  be  given : 

"Kenneth  S.,  two  years  old,  an  only  child  of  American 
parentage.  The  little  fellow  had  been  an  invalid  all  his 
life,  having  tuberculous  spinal  disease,  and  the  parents 
had  been  told  he  would  never  get  well,  that  it  was  only 
a  question  of  a  year  or  two  before  he  must  die.  He  was 
brought  to  the  Wards  because  of  a  severe  attack  of 
enteritis  in  addition.  He  was  treated  first  for  the  bowel 
trouble  which  was  cured.  Then  after  being  built  up 
and  made  strong  with  tonics,  good  food,  fresh  air,  etc., 
the  doctor  decided  to  operate  for  the  spinal  trouble  and 
give  the  child  a  chance.  A  piece  of  bone  was  taken 
from  his  leg  the  length  of  the  diseased  portion  of  the 
spine.  The  back  was  opened,  the  bone  laid  in  to  act  as 
a  splint  to  the  diseased  part,  covered  with  the  periosteum, 
the  wound  closed  and  the  child  put  on  a  board.  He 
suffered  no  discomfort  from  the  operation  but  seemed 
more  comfortable  after  it  and  was  bright  and  cheerful 
the  next  morning.  He  was  kept  in  the  Wards  on  the 
board  for  two  months,  the  child  improving  and  gaining 
in  weight.  He  was  then  sent  to  the  Sea  Breeze  Hospital 
for  tuberculous  children,  where  he  still  is.  The  surgeon 
who  operated  visited  him  a  few  days  ago  and  reports 
that  his  further  improvement  has  been  wonderful.  He 
is  fat  and  rosy  and  will  shortly  be  taken  off  the  board 
and  sent  home  cured. 

"Florence  S.,  four  years  old,  Irish  parents,  one  of  five 
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children  living  in  four  tiny  rooms.  The  child  was 
brought  apparently  in  a  dying  condition,  with  severe 
and  almost  incessant  hemorrhages,  the  body  covered 
with  purpuric  spots.  She  had  a  bad  abscess  on  her  back 
and  the  joints  were  all  swollen  and  most  painful.  The 
mother,  completely  worn  out  with  the  care  of  the  child, 
had  been  sent  to  bed  by  the  District  Doctor  who  had 
advised  bringing  the  little  one  to  our  Wards.  The 
mother  had  lost  two  children  within  a  day,  some  three 
months  before,  and  was  most  thankful  to  hear  there 
was  a  hospital  which  would  take  her  child  and  make  its 
last  days  comfortable.  All  the  doctors  had  told  her 
there  was  no  hope  for  Florence,  who  was  bidden  affecting 
farewells  by  the  neighbors  and  friends,  as  the  almost 
lifeless  little  body  was  tenderly  brought  in.  She  was 
made  as  comfortable  as  possible,  and  remedies  given  to 
relieve  the  pain.  Then  the  serum  from  the  blood  of  her 
father  was  injected  into  the  child  several  times  and  she 
began  to  gain.  Hemorrhages  stopped,  the  spots  on  her 
body  disappeared,  and  day  by  day  she  grew  stronger. 
With  special  diet,  long  days  spent  on  the  roof  garden 
and  incessant  care,  the  child  improved  wonderfully,  and 
although  still  in  a  very  delicate  condition,  was  able,  after 
many  weeks  in  the  Wards,  to  go  to  the  Country  Home 
at  Sea  Cliff,  where  she  became  quite  well  and  active  and 
returned  home  to  her  very  grateful  parents  a  much 
stronger  and  happier  child  than  she  had  ever  been  since 
birth." 

The  complete  cure  of  this  case  was  only  made  possible 
through  a  residence  of  two  or  three  months  in  a  con- 
valescent home.    One  of  the  greatest  problems  of  our 
work  is  where  to  send  such  convalescents  in  the  winter. 
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The  one  or  two  country  homes  open  then,  either  only 
take  children  suffering  from  some  special  disease,  or  else 
require  application  to  be  made  so  many  weeks  before- 
hand as  to  be  useless  for  hospital  cases.  The  Country 
Home  for  Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff  deserves 
our  warmest  gratitude.  During  the  past  summer  they 
took  sixty-one  of  our  convalescents,  who  did  exceedingly 
well.  We  understand  that  the  managers  of  that  home 
would  keep  it  open  during  the  winter  if  the  additional 
cost  could  be  provided  for,  and  we  bespeak  the  interest 
of  all  toward  this  much  to  be  desired  end.  Our  warm 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Speedwell  Society,  which  re- 
ceives babies  during  the  whole  year,  boarding  them  out 
in  families  at  Morristown.  Thirty-eight  of  our  youngest 
children  have  been  cared  for  by  them,  while  six  con- 
valescents have  been  received  by  other  institutions. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1910  it  was  decided  to  change 
somewhat  the  system  of  visiting  the  homes  of  the  patients, 
and  to  employ  a  trained  visiting  nurse  who  should  devote 
her  whole  time  to  the  work.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  most  liberal  gift  of  $1,000,  made  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Girls'  Visiting  Committee,  to  whom  our  warmest 
thanks  are  due.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the 
services  of  one  who  seemed  especially  well  qualified  and 
who  worked  for  several  months  under  the  faithful  super- 
vision of  Mrs.  Chauncey,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Visitor,  etc.  In  May,  last,  however,  Mrs.  Chauncey, 
greatly  to  our  regret,  felt  obliged  to  resign  that  position, 
which  she  had  filled  most  ably  for  fifteen  years.  The 
loss  of  her  valuable  services  is  a  very  great  one  to  the 
Wards,  but  we  trust  to  still  receive  the  help  of  her  advice 
and  experience.  In  connection  with  our  visiting  nurse 
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we  desire  to  express  our  warm  gratitued  to  the  Havens 
Fund ,  whose  gi  ft  last  year  of  $  150. 00,  has  enabled  us  to  give 
emergency  help  which  at  times  was  invaluable.  The 
charge  of  this  work  will  now  be  under  Mrs.  Henry  Hoyt  as 
Chairman,  with  Mrs.  N.  Thayer  Robb  as  Vice-Chairman, 
and  we  are  looking  for  most  important  results.  A  few 
extracts  are  given  from  the  report  of  our  visiting  nurse : 
"From  December  20th,  1910,  to  October  1,  1911,  1,404 
visits  were  made.  When  a  child  has  been  admitted  to 
the  Babies'  Wards  I  visit  the  home,  try  to  obtain  any 
history  that  might  bear  upon  its  present  state,  and  learn, 
too,  of  the  family  conditions  and  needs.  When  it  is 
necessary,  the  case  is  referred  to  an  organized  charitable 
society.  The  different  societies  have  been  most  helpful, 
and  we  always  work  in  co-operation  with  them.  Upon 
the  child's  dismissal  from  the  Wards,  its  condition  for  at 
least  two  weeks  is  reported  on.  If  there  is  no  home  for 
it  to  return  to,  the  case  is  reported  to  the  society  organ- 
ized for  such  purpose,  and  the  little  one  is  placed  in  some 
home  or  occasionally  adopted  into  a  private  family.  In 
a  case  where  immediate  help  is  needed,  through  the 
Havens  Fund  we  have  been  able  to  respond  generally 
in  the  form  of  food  or  medicine.  In  many  cases  this  is 
sufficient  just  to  help  over  a  hard  place.  When  further 
help  is  needed,  the  case  is  referred  to  the  proper  society. 
William  M.,  14  months  old,  was  brought  to  the  Babies' 
Wards  sufifering  from  pneumonia.  His  "home"  con- 
sisted of  three  small  dark  rooxns,  partitioned  off  on  one 
side  of  the  cellar  of  a  fiat  house  in  the  East  Side  tenement 
region.  The  father  was  found  sick  in  bed,  the  mother 
had  fallen  and  hurt  her  leg,  and  two  dear  little  children 
were  playing  on  the  floor.  They  were  two  weeks  back  in 
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their  rent  and  had  on  the  morning  I  called  received  a 
dispossess  notice.  I  called  on  the  landlady  and  explained 
conditions  which  she  already  knew,  and  said  the  rent 
would  be  paid,  but  she  must  wait  until  they  could  get 
strong  enough  to  move.  Nourishing  food  was  brought 
at  once,  and  in  a  couple  of  days  the  man  went  to  the  Post 
Graduate  Hospital  for  treatment,  the  Charity  Organiza- 
tion paid  the  rent,  and  in  a  week  the  woman  had  secured 
lighter  rooms  near  by  and  moved  into  them.  Our  baby 
got  well,  and  a  more  grateful  little  mother  one  could  not 
find.  The  man  also  recovered  and  was  again  able  to 
work  for  his  little  family.  This  is  only  one  out  of  dozens 
of  similar  cases.  As  one  goes  into  these  homes  and 
learns  of  their  sorrows  and  troubles,  the  work  becomes 
personal,  and  while  conditions  are  relieved,  the  nurse 

must  carry  their  troubles  for  a  time  on  her  heart  When 

I  tell  the  women  of  the  ladies  who  have  sent  me  and  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  help  them,  they  are  so  grateful  and 
they  say — oh,  how  many  times  I  have  been  told:  'Tell 
those  ladies  and  the  good  doctors  and  the  nurses,  and 
the  nurse  in  the  white  dress,  that  I  pray  for  them;'  and 
because  I  represent  all  that  to  them  some  of  them  fall 
on  their  knees  and  grasp  me  about  the  waist  to  pour  out 
thanks.  The  Babies'  Wards  stand  as  a  friend  to  those 
mothers  whose  babies  have  been  with  us."

ACCOUNT  OF  EXPENDITURES. 

Received  from  Havens  Fund,  from  December  20, 1910,  to 
Decemberl,  1911, $115.00.    Expended  for  food,  medicine, 
ice,  clothing,  etc.,  as  per  itemized  account,  $115.06. 
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We  may  feel  a  just  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  death 
rate  in  the  Babies'  Wards  for  the  past  year  has  been  the 
lowest  since  the  Wards  were  opened,  only  nineteen  and 
eight-tenths  per  cent.,  a  really  remarkably  low  rate  for 
a  Babies'  Hospital,  considering  that  forty-eight  of  these 
deaths  occurred  within  a  few  hours  after  admission — 
many  only  three  hours — showing  that  the  children  were 
brought  in  in  a  dying  condition.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  suggestion  that  the  sick  children  of  the  poor  do  better 
at  home  than  in  the  best  hospital  is  not  borne  out  by 
experience.  The  number  of  cases  of  contagion  has  also 
been  very  largely  decreased. 

Our  warmest  gratitude  is  due  to  the  many  individuals 
and  associations  whose  conscientious  and  unwearied 
labors  have  alone  enabled  the  Babies'  Wards  to  accom- 
plish the  important  work  they  have  done  during  the  past 
year,  to  skillful  doctors  and  faithful  nurses,  to  the  always 
invaluable  Sunbeam  League,  the  Babies'  Wards'  Guild, 
and  the  Girls'  Visiting  Committee,  a  glimpse  of  whose 
labors  is  given  in  their  following  reports,  and  to  the 
countless  guilds,  committees  and  individuals  whose 
efforts  have  furnished  so  many  of  the  innumerable 
articles  needed  in  a  babies'  hospital.  While  back  of  all 
these,  and  underlying  them  all,  thanks  are  due  to  the 
many  generous  friends  upon  whose  pecuniary  gifts  the 
very  existence  of  the  Wards  has  rested. 

The  vital  needs  of  the  Babies'  Wards  at  present  are: 

1st.    An  increased  number  of  annual  subscriptions 
and  special  donations  large  and  small.    On  these  depend 
the  salaries  of  our  head  nurse  and  assistant,  of  our 
visitor  to  the  homes  of  the  children,  all  extra  help 
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at  the  times  when  the  Wards  are  overcrowded,  and 
the  supply  of  medical  and  surgical  appliances  in  emergen- 
cies. As  gifts,  even  of  very  small  sums,  are  gratefully 
received,  this  way  of  helping  sick  children  is  within 
reach  of  all. 

2d.  Several  more  supported  beds  by  the  gift  of  S200 
annually,  which  allows  the  privilege  of  naming  the 
crib  and  having  a  shield  over  it,  either  as  a  memorial 
or  otherwise.  Surely  there  are  few  ways  in  which 
$200  could  do  more  good  than  in  saving  the  lives  or 
alleviating  the  sufferings  of  many  little  ones  each  year. 

3d.  Gifts  of  clothing,  new  and  old.  Over  4,000  gar- 
ments are  literally  used  up  each  year,  and  we  would 
most  earnestly  beg  that  sewing  classes,  schools,  societies 
and  individuals,  not  only  in  this  city  but  also  through- 
out the  country,  would  remember  this  most  pressing 
need.  Full  particulars  are  given  in  appendix  following. 
Gifts  of  toys,  especially  dolls  and  rattles,  of  fruit  and 
homemade  jellies  are  greatly  needed,  as  well  as  the 
personal  help  of  those  willing  to  give  even  a  small 
portion  of  their  time.  An  especial  appeal  is  made  to 
churches,  Sunday  schools  and  individuals  to  give  an 
hour  Sunday  afternoon  to  the  singing  of  hymns,  lulla- 
bies, etc.,  in  the  Wards.  This  would  give  very  great 
pleasure  to  the  little  ones.  Any  willing  to  help  in  this 
way  will  please  apply  to  the  chairman  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee  and  dates  will  be  assigned  them. 

Subscriptions  and  donations  should  be  sent  to  Mrs.

Oh,  my  dear  friends,  as  time  passes,  each  year  seems 
to  bring  to  the  Babies'  Wards  a  larger  burden  of  infant 
suffering,  which  it  is  laid  upon  us  to  lighten.  To  do 
this,  means  that  scores  of  us,  young  and  old,  must  give 
our  time,  our  money,  our  hearts  to  the  work.  Would 
indeed  that  a  living  coal  from  the  altar  of  the  Most  High 
might  be  laid  on  one's  lips  as  on  those  of  the  prophet  of 
old,  that  one  might  arouse  us  with  stirring  call  to  a  sense 
of  our  duty,  our  responsibility,  nay,  our  privilege.  The 
sound  of  Christmas  hymns  is  still  echoing  through  the 
air.  Let  me  urge  you  once  more  to  renewed  efforts  in 
the  service  of  these  Httle  ones,  whom  to  serve  is  to 
serve  their  Master  and  ours.

Flannel  Shirts,  for  children  from  ten  months  to  six 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BABIES' WARD  VISITING 


COMMITTEE. 

Having  the  honor  of  being  made  chairman  of  this 
Committee,  I  undertake  the  task  of  making  the  yearly 
report  for  the  first  time. 

I  find  that  a  summary  of  the  year's  work  contains 
a  great  deal  of  good  accomplished  in  many  ways. 

Under  the  auspices  of  Mrs.  Sibley,  the  Committee 
undertook  to  raise  the  money  to  support  a  district  nurse. 
An  entertainment  was  given  at  Sherry's  on  Monday, 
March  seventh,  with  great  success.  The  greatest  credit 
is  due  the  Entertainment  Committee  who,  notwith- 
standing much  bad  luck,  worked  very  hard  and  made  it 
a  great  success.  The  district  nurse  was  at  once  engaged 
and  at  our  fall  meeting  told  us  of  all  the  work  she  had 
accompHshed,  and  how  she  had  been  able  to  bring  help 
and  relief  to  many  homes.  We  all  feel  that  we  want  to 
make  it  possible  for  Miss  Schwarz  to  care  for  the  little 
ones  after  they  have  had  to  leave  Miss  Ding's  watchful 
care  and  we,  therefore,  are  hoping  to  be  able  to  raise  the 
money  for  another  year. 

The  Drives  Committee,  owing  to  the  great  activity 
of  its  chairman,  has  been  able  to  give  the  babies  the 
drives  in  the  park  during  the  summer  and,  in  fact, 
whenever  Miss  Ding  considers  it  advisable. 

The  Toy  Committee  has  kept  the  Wards  supplied  with 
toys  until  December,  when  Miss  Ding  thought  that  no 
more  toys  should  be  given  until  after  Christmas. 
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The  Flower  Committee  supplied  the  Easter  flowers 
and  flowers  were  given  at  other  times.  Flowers  from 
entertainments  are  always  very  welcome,  and  Wadley 
and  Smythe  are  very  kind  in  their  offer  to  call  for  flowers 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Hospital. 

Clothing  has  been  sent  to  Miss  Ding  and  she  has  been 
supplied  with  whatever  articles  she  needs.  We  continue 
to  beg  for  clothes  of  any  description  in  order  that  the 
poor  convalescent  babies  may  not  be  sent  destitute  to 
their  homes. 

As  is  customary,  the  Treats  Committee  has  arranged 
for  treats  to  be  given  to  the  children  on  the  various 
holidays  and  often  on  the  birthdays  of  the  friends  and 
members.  Money  has  been  given  very  generously  to 
help  run  these  Committees. 

The  Christmas  tree  for  the  babies  was  a  great  success 
and  was  unusually  well  managed.  The  tree  itself  was 
beautifully  decorated  and  the  children  received  toys  as 
well  as  ice  cream  and  cake. 

The  visiting  of  the  Wards  in  order  to  help  the  children 
and  divert  their  minds,  thereby  relieving  both  the  nurses 
and  the  doctors,  is  a  most  important  part  of  our  work 
and  the  most  difficult  one  to  accomplish.  There  has 
been  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  mothers  and 
husbands  to  discourage  the  visiting  of  the  Wards  on 
account  of  the  exposure  to  disease  not  only  in  the  Wards 
but  in  the  Hospital  and  in  the  cars.  There  are  a  few- 
devoted  members  who  are  to  be  highly  commended  for 
their  perserverance.  The  members  who  do  not  visit 
are  very  active  in  other  ways  and  we  feel  that  when  they 
are  working  very  hard  we  cannot  urge  them  to  do  what 
is  against  their  families'  wishes. 


We  hope  to  support  our  two  beds  and  the  district 
nurse  and  to  do  our  best  to  continue  the  work  which 
was  so  nobly  started  by  our  predecessor  in  office.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


1911. 

The  report  of  work  accomplished  by  the  League  during 
the  year  reads  much  the  same  as  those  of  former  seasons. 

Two  beds  have  been  supported  in  the  Wards,  and 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners  of  turkey,  cran- 
berry jelly,  vegetables,  ice  cream  and  simple  cake  were 
provided  for  the  children.  Red  stockings  full  of  toys 
hung  on  beds  and  cribs  on  Christmas  morning,  and  holly 
wreaths  decorated  walls  and  windows.  The  Ward 
Visiting  Committee  supplied  the  tree  as  usual,  for  which 
our  thanks  are  due. 

Music  boxes  have  been  repaired  and  the  toy-boxes 
kept  in  order  and  filled  with  toys,  though  the  reserve 
cupboards  are  sadly  in  need  of  replenishing;  new  or 
slightly  used  toys  are  always  most  gratefully  received. 

Summer  drives  in  the  Park  gave  a  glimpse  of  grass  and 
trees  and  a  reviving  breath  of  fresh  air  to  our  little 
invalids. 

Small  articles  of  china  and  silverware  have  been 
furnished,  and  256  glasses  of  apple  jelly  from  the  country 
have  been  a  welcome  addition  to  the  pantry  shelves. 
Further  contributions  of  home-made  jams  are  solicited, 
as  many  mouths  made  quick  work  with  the  bread  and 
butter  with  jelly  accompaniment. 

The  Clothing  Committee  report  the  receipt  of  100 
garments  from  the  Needlework  Guild. 

One  of  our  members  who  has  for  years  sent  a  bi- 
weekly treat  of  ice-cream  to  the  children  has  been  obliged 
to  discontinue  her  contribution.  Cannot  someone  help 
us  by  sending  the  necessary  gallon  twice  a  week?  Ten 
dollars  will  pay  for  a  month's  supply. 

All  our  work  has  gone  on  as  usual,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  our  little  band  grows  less  in  numbers,  though  not  in 
enthusiasm.    We  are  most  anxious  to  increase  our 
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membership,  both  Active  and  Associate;  the  workers 
and  the  annual  dues  of  Five  Dollars  are  very  necessary, 
if  we  are  to  carry  on  the  work  in  which  we  are  so  deeply 
interested.
